IR (4*) -The Ad­ 
ministration's program for ridding 
the American economy of federal 
restraints clicked Into high gear to­ 
day, with November I set as the 
deadline for scrapping a great ma­ 
jority of wartime price controls. 
A high official said that foods, 
services and many commodities will 
Ik* taken out from under ceilings by 
then—two months or more earlier 
than had been planned before Presi­ 
dent Truman's meat decision. 
For the somewhat less immediate 
future, he added that price lids w ill; 
remain on rents, automobiles, build- J 
ing materials, refrigerators, furni­ 
ture, basic clothing items and farm 
implements.
